Sir,—It may not be inopportune for an outsider who has carefully followal he 
prozress of the movement which is just now agitating our community, to offer 4 fey 
remarks upon the subject in a perfectly impartial spirit.

And the gentlemen, or pate 
man, who guides the fortunes of the Federation, has not scen the wisdom of bea 
patient and forbearing, but has,unfortunately, been too precinitate in hesty anduswie 
actions which may have an important effect upon the outcome of the great questions 
now at issue, 

It is a fact not open to dispute that the East Fad Jews, consequent ina great 
measure upon the influence of their political representative, demand that they shoull 
be officially recognised and legislated for. Like the sons of the farmer in Lafontaine: 
fable our East-end brethren see that “ Unity is Strength.” So far, so good! Nothing 
could be better or more desirable than that the leaders of each Synagogue a 
Chevra should federate themselves into one body for the purpose of taking united 
action. It was clearly the duty of the United Synagogue—not oly 0 
recognise the importance of this Federation, but to co-operate with it.

DEPUTATION—YESTERDAY. 


The annountement we made in our last issue will have prepared our readers 
for the fact. that it was the intention of tho Jeaders of the Board of 
Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Aseociation to seck an audience of the Shah 
during the present week, with the view of presenting His Majesty with an address 
on the situation of the Jews in Persia. Largely throngh the instramentality of 
members of the Sassoon family, of whom an accotnt appeared in yesterday 
trening’s Pall Mall Gazette, Lis Majesty was graciously pleased to receive 
i deputation, which waited upon him yesterday at noon at Buckingham Palace. 
The deputation consisted of Lord Rothschild, Sir Julian Goldemid, Bart., M.P. 
Bir Albert D. Sassoon. C.S.1., Mr. J. Sebag Montefiore, J.P, High Sheriff of Kent 
(who, also formed part of the deputation to the Shah on the occasion of his first 
in 1873), and Mr. Reuben D,:Saesoon. These gentlemen were cither in 
Coort drees or in uniform, Lord Rothschild, for instance, wearing the uniform of 
Lind Lieutenant of Dackingham, and Mr. Sebag Montefiore that of a Deputy 
sia of the City.

pression of our heartfelt joy at the auspicious event of your Majesty's second visit to this 
c yantry. Being animated by a desire to promote the social. moral. and intellectual 
well-being of our brethren in faith we venture to address your Majesty, and to give 
expression to our joy in having after a lapse of sixteen years once more the glorious 
opportunity of approaching your Majesty's august presence. 

In common with our fellow-subjects we are deeply ifnpressed with your 
Majesty's Sovereign desire to maintain amity and goodwill amongst the different 
classes of men throughout your Majesty's dominions, and we shall always remain 
mst grateful for the magnanimous words in which your Majesty after your first visit 
to this realm gave promise through your Majesty's eminent representative, Maloom 
Khan, that throughout the Persian dominions no social or political disabilities would 
be permitted to exist among the subjects who are happily placed under your 
Majesty s beneficent rule. Through the blessings of heaven, history will bear 
witness to the beneficencs with which your Majesty promulgated wise and well- 
time | injunctions in order that followers of different creeds throughout the Persian 
dominions should be treated with even handed justice, and that under no pretext 
whatever shall persons not belonging to the Mahomedan religion ever be deprived 
of their heritage or of any other rights of property, or ever be vexed and injured in 
any manner whatever under the plea that ancient customs justify the harsh treat. 
ment of any of your Majesty's subjects. 

We recall with special gratitude the measures by which your Majesty, shortly 
after your visit to this country, placed the Jews of your dominions under the respon- 
sible guardianship of your Minister of Foreign Affairs, and by which, in 1481, you 
were graciously pleased to modify the regulation excluding Jews from opening shops 
in the Bazaar, and to abrozate the law which allowed converts to Islam to deprive 
their Jewish relatives of rights of inheritance. Your Majesty's benign interest in 
the welfare of your Jewish subjects was further shown in 1836, when the shield of 
your august protection was efficiently thrown over a colony of Persian Jews, who in 
a neighbouring state had been exposed to harsh treatment. 

As your Gracious Majesty so beneyolently received our former representations 
we feel encouraged at the present auspicious time to submit again a petition to your 
Majesty. Fully knowing that your Majesty takes the deepest interest in the edne ation 
of your subjects, we entreat your Majesty to encourage the formation of schools to 
be attended by Jewish children, and to promote hicher education amongst your 
Jewish subjects by admitting them upon an equal footing with their Mahomedan 
fellow-subjects to the schools you have established so that they may be enabled to 
make some return for the benefits thus enjoyed, in faithful service to their common 
country. 

Finally, we petition your Majesty to renew throughout the provinces of Persia 
those gracious edicts which your Majesty has promulgated during the last sixteen 
years, and which through their repetition will still more effectually imbue all races, 
creeds and classes with principles of equality and eénligtened toleration. For it still 
occurs in some of the remoter provinces of your vast Empire, where the authorities 
have not the advantage of studying immediately and con innously your Majesty's 
enlightened and benevolent wishes, that many of the old usages of which your Majesty 
has disapproved are still resorted to, and in consequsence the Jews in those regions 
are subjected to harsh and degrading treatment. 

Most devoutly do we pray that the Providence of Almighty may, as hitherto, 
continue to protect your Majesty in all the great measures which are designed to 
attach the hearts of the subjects to the heart of the ruler, and which render both the 
Governors and the inhabitants throughout the land conscious that your Majesty per- 
mits no distinction to prevail in the treatment of different creeds; and tha all 
subjects of your Majesty, whether Mahomedans or non-Mahomedans, are intended 
through the acquisition of knowledge, and through the teaching of good and useful 
ovcupations, to enhance the happiness of their own country, and to reward by their 
loyalty the paternalcare whereby your Majesty his acquired a gloriows name in the 
history of Persian rulers.

Lord Rothschild and Sir Julian Goldsmid, speakiog in French, both added a 
few words, thanking His Majesty for |is benevolent sentimenta towards to 
Jewe, and trusting that these sentiments would co.tinue to animate him in the 
future. The Shah then’ addressed some remarks to Maleom Khan, who, 
turning to the members of the deput ttion, said that he had been commanded by 
the Shah to thavk the British Jews for their good wishes. His Mij +ty desired 
to treat all his subjects with the same consideration and attontron,and the Jews 
were his particular care. His Majesty desired it to be known that the humblest 
of his eubjects had the right to appear before him and to mik> to him 
pereonally any complaints of ill-treatment or of oppression. 


The Shah looked over the Address and give evilent signs of p'easnre at 
findiog that it had been drawn up in the Persian language. Through Malcom 
Khan he inquired the name of the translator.. His Maj-sty also had the names 
of the deputation giventohim by the Persian Minister, and from bis gestures it 
seemed that they were notunfamiliarto him. After his Maj -sty held a bris€ con- 
versation in Persian with Sir Albert Sassoon, who was to be his host in the evening 
at the grand entertainment organised at the Empire Theates, the deputation 
withdrew from the royal presence. It was noticed that th» Shih has lost thay 
stolidity and imperturbability of countenance which chirasterised him sixteen 
years ago, and that Le took an interest in the brief proceedings (ho tnterviow 
barely lasted five minutes) of which he was the central figure.

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JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL, 


The annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils of the Jews’ Free School was 
held on Sunday last, The Right Hon. Lord Rothschild, President, occupied the chair, 
and amongst those present were : Lady Rothschild, the Revs. Dr. H. Adler, A. E. Gor- 
don.

The CHAIRMAN, in opening the proceedings, said that the annual prize-day had 
for some years past taken the place of the dinner or festival, which the managers 
of the School formerly held in order to obtain the necessary funds to carry 
on the work of the Institution. When that policy was given up the managers 
were aware that they were entering upon a somewhat perilous venture, and 
that they would have to experience the greatest difficulty in obtaining the 
Feadurees reduited to maintain the efficiency of the school. During the pre- 
coding year, thanks to communal generosity, the Committee were enabled to 
edilect a e#nfficient sum to meet their requirements, but during the present 
year, he could not say whether it was owing to the numerous appeals which had been 
made to the public, althongh the Committee had applied for the small sum of £2,000 
they were disappointed in their expectations and only received three-quarters of that 
amount. This was all the more disappointing because the Committée were labouring 
under disadvantages in connection with the opening up of new ground in the edu- 
cational history of the country. A new code had been placed before the country 
which radically altered the whole educational system. The codes had previously been 
continually changed, and their constant alteration had rendered the task of the 
tchoolmasters, however excellent they might be, the more arduous and difficult. 
Vast, however, as the previous changes had been, they had never been so great and 
sO Rweeping as the last alteration. There were points in the new code which would 
press heavily upon all voluntary and denominational schools. The new code not only 
dealt with education but also with the buildings in which education was imparted ; 
the new code would insist upon those buildings being sufficiently large, and that 
they gave nbundant air both for teachers and pupils. In some quarters it had been 
asserted that the new code aimed a side blow at denominational and voluntary 
we hools. but without ents ring into this question he could not but recognise that the 
changes were far more sweeping than they appeared at first sight. A school like the 
Jews Free School, which had always been for the most part privately supported, and 
could not come upen the ratepayers for its maintenance, would feel the new code 
excessively. The new code was, however, as yet unaccepted, and therefore there was 
hope that its provisions might still be modified, but whatever it demanded he would 
ray would be rigorously carried out in that school. If in the future every boy had to 
be taught drawing, a sufficient number of drawing masters would have to be engaged 
to impart that instruction, He was happy to say that there was. but little to add as 
to the history of the school during the preceeding year. The excellent standards 
had been fully maintained. The past year had seen the celebration of an 
unique but happy event, the jubilee of the respected head-master Mr. Angel 
—(cheers)--and at the annual examination the school had once more distinguished 
iteelf. (Cheers) 

The prizes were then distributed by Lady Rothschild, who addressed a few words 
of encourage ment to every one of the larve number of recipients.

Singer, and the Messrs, Albert, the Chairman passed on to the 
question of finance. The School#, he continued, suffered chiefly from the smallness 
of the subscriptions, the total of which, supplemented by an annual donation of £50 
from Messrs, de Rothschild, amounted to only £220, To exist on £220 was like a 
laty dressing on £5 a year. Then there wasa Government grant of £125 which the 
children themselves earned, and the fees paid by the parents came to £50, thus 
making a total—he could not call it a grand total—of about £100, As the Schools 
spent £750 a year, they were habitually £350 in debt every year, and since the din- 
ners were held triennially they were now £1,050 to the bad. Besides this they owed 
their bankers £400, and some necessary repairs would have to be executed, 
which would cost £200, Consequently the Schools depended for their very exiat- 
ence on the triennial festivals and the results of the appeals connected therewith. 
It was impossible as children grew up to provide them with work. Bat it was 
possible to give them a sound education which would enable them to hold their own 
in an over-populated country and to do battle successfully for their lives. He had 
spoken of the past and present ; the futare lay in the hands of those whose assist- 
ance he implored on behalf of the Borough Jewish Schools. (Loud cheers.) 

The Rev. 8. Stncer, who was cordially cheered proposed “ the Visitors and the 
Ladies.” He said that the reason why he welcomed gatherings of that kind was 
because they enabled men of different creeds who met thereto understand a little 
more of each other, and to discover points of transcendent importance on which they 
agreed, leaving out of the question, for the time, those on which they disagree’. 
He coupled with the toast the name of Dr. B. W. Richardson, to whom the Jewish 
community was particularly indebted, for in his writings he had shown . high 
appreciation of what was best in Jewish life, sovial, religious, and historical. In 
his latest work, “ The Son of a Star,” he had created a character which would live 
as one of the noblest ideals of Jewish womanhood. (Cheers.) 

Dr. RICHARDSON was received with applause. He said that they had heard the 
history of the Borough Jewish’Schools, and if there was one thing of which Jews 
might be proud it was the way in which they taught their young. It was customary 
to speak of the vitality of the Jews and of their having survived the oppressions 
they had to undergo. If the reason were asked, the solution would be found in the 
way in which they educated their children, He thoroughly endorsed the Jewish 
maxim, “ the man who does not bring his son up to a useful occupation makes him 
a rogue.’ If anything had inspired him in his writings, it was the lesson which he 
learnt from the Jews, and which he bronght to the knowledge of those who read 
his works. (Cheers.)

"8 to reflect that the rare opportunity afforded by. the presence cf 


| the Persian Sovereign in our midst has not been lost, but that an attempt has 


been made by the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, acting 
in concert, to bring about an improvement in the condition of His Majesty's 
Jewish subjects, The position of the Persian Jews, though it m*y have 
become more hopeful during the last decade, is still sufficiently wretched. 
With the exception, perhaps, of Morocco, there is no country where tho 
Jewish inhabitants are subject to such disheartening conditions, internal and 
external, as exist in Persia. The cruelty which the Persian Jews have to 
endure a’ the hands of a fanatical p»pulation finds its counterpart and its 
consequence in the ignorance and the debasement of its victims. Famil- 
ierity with contur:-'y and oppression has killed all hope of escape, and 
destroyed every aspiration a‘ter an enlightenment which alone can disarm 
persecution, The salvation of the Eastern communities of Jews lies ia 
that intellectual and moral ennoblement which must change Mussalman 
contempt into a far different feeling, and react at the same upon the indus ' 
trial position of the despised Israelite by kindling a distaste for unworthy 
callings. “ Centuries of persecution,” says Mr, Morris Cones of Bagdad, 
in the new Report of the Anglo-Jewish Asso ciation, “ have not failed to 
stamp their effects in deep, broad characters upon the Persian Jews. Despised 
and persecuted, they are unable to command respect, or to arouse feelings of 
humanity in the breasts of their oppressors. Debarred from carrying on the 
ordinary trades of life, they have been compelled in many instances to earn 
their living by debased occupations. Taught by bitter experience to fee} 
how unequal they invariably are to cope with the aggressions of the Mussul- 
man population, they adapt their epeech and their conduct to their unfortunate 
condition. They passively submit to the vilest insults, whilst the petty acts 
of persecution gradually become hsbitual on the part of the Mussulmans,” 
This low sorale is matched by desperate poverty. In the case of the Persian

| up of riches. The bastinado fails to stimulate any capacity in its victims 


for acquiring wealth. Unlike other Jewish communities, even such as are 
persecuted, the Jews of Persia are steeped in chronic poverty. “ As poor 
as a Jew’ ought long ago to have been incluled among Persian proverbs, 
“ Everywhere,” Mr, Cones tells us, “the Jews are utterly wretched, There 
are very few merchants among them; a small number of them are petty 
dealers, and the greater portion are paupers.” If there be any section of the 
Jewish race whose condition urgently demands the sympathy and the 
intervention of the humane it is the Jews of Percia. 


Unhappily the task of seccouring these uihappy brethren of ours is 
rendered peculiarly d ifficult by the very fact of their own helplessness: 
Education is clearly pe received to be the one sovereign remedy for their many 
ills. But, while the ques tion of providing efficient secular teaching for the 
Persian Jews has received the anxious attention of the Angl»-Jewish Asso- 
ciation from time to tims for many years past, no prac'ical means of dealing 
with it has been found possibl e, owing to the absence of that power of self- 


‘t help which the Association endeavours to call into play, by making its 
exercise the condition of its own assistance. If schools, worthy of the name,’ 


do not exist among the Persian Jews, it is because the wretched state of the 
Jewish subjects of the Sain is such as to make any desire for education, 
any resolute and organised effort for their own advancement, almost 
an impossibility. Thus poverty and igaorance and suffering are 
perpetuited by their victims. Persecution and its attendant degradation 
have robbed those who suffer from their sting of the power of 
‘escaping from them. No doubt, not a little of the poverty and 
the apathy which are mainly responsible for the absence of education 
among the Jews of Persia are partly the result of conditions which affect 
Eastern populations generally, without distinction of race or religion. Bat 
much of it is due to special causes, among which long-continued persecution 


plays a prominent part. And it is clear that for any real improvement to b> 


effected in the lot of our Persian brethren, a vigorous attempt must be made 
both to ensure them better treatment at the hands of the general population 
and to provide them with efficient secular instruction. 


Both points were kept in view by the thoroughly repr sentative — 


deputation who yesterday approached the Saau on behalf of His Maj-sty's 
Jewish subjects. The Persian Sovereign has been petitioned, as wil 
be geen elsewhere in tho present issue, to extend increase! 
protection to the Jews of his dominions, anil to devise measures 
aiming at the establishment, for their benefit, of State-aided schoo's, The 
petitioners assuredly will not want encouragement, The efforts of the 
Board of Deputies and of the Anglo-Jewish Association, aided by tha 
personal representations of Sir Mosss Mosterione, on the occasion of the 
Saan’s visit to England sixteen years ago, undoubtedly exerted a favourable 
influence upon the condition of the Persian Jews. The Suan was indaced 
to pay closer attention to the Jews of his realm, and the Governors cf 
various provinces —prominent among them in this respect boing His Majesty's 
son, the Governor of Ispahan—have from that time actively intervened, as 
occasion demanded, to protect the Jews from outrage. The Swan's assur- 
anca to Sir Moses Montersoaz that “ he would take care that no injastive 
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or severity was shown to the Jewish community” has unquestionably not 
remained a dead letter, There ‘s reason to believe that the interval which 
has elapsed since the Persian monarch was last amongst us has not been 
without ite effect apon his ‘deas and sentiments, and that His 
Majesty will be found even more favourably disposed towards the 
Jows than he was sixteen years ago, Western notions of justice 
and equality have had time to commend themselves more forcibly 
to Eastern minds, and the Suan, intelligent and sympathetically 
‘nclined towards European civilisation as the fact of his undertaking 
a second journey abroad amply proves him to be, will assuredly 
have been among the first to feel such influences. In fact, as 
waa stated in the article. we published last week, his Majesty 
has already intimated through some -of the foreign Ministers in 
Persia his approval of the idea of securing to the Jews of his dominions the 
benefits of secular education, so that the representations of the memorialists 
are certain, at the very least, of favourable attention. This is more likely 
to be the case from the cireamstance that the memorialists were represente d 
by men holding such commanding names in the general, no less than in 
the Jewish, community, as those of Rornscaitp, MonTerione 
and Sassoon, names which are of weight even in Persia. His Majesty's 
assurance that his Jewish subjects engage his special attention is 
of happy omen for the — success of the appeal which was 
so eloquently made to him in the Address, It, therefore, there is private 
Jewish intluence which may be exerted with reasonable prospects of success, 
it ia to be hoped that it may be employed to second the efforis ofthe Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo- Jewish Association, The lot of out Persian 
corelivioniats is sad enough to justify the most strenuous endeavours for its 
alleviation which itis possible forany Jew to pat forth. For an individual 
leraclite to neglect any opportunity he may possess of affording relief to 
misery ¢o dire as that of the Persian Jews, would be a grave dereliction of 
daty, the mere possibility of which we refuse to anticipate, To the claims of 
race and religion are added, moreover, the appeals of patriotism, Lf it be true 
that henc@forth England-is likely to manifest increased interest in the pro- 
gress of Persia, then it behoves English Jews to aid in promoting the social 
and intellectual advancement of that seetion of the Persian pecple whom, in 
Bpite of divergent habits and modes of thought, they regard as their own 
flesh and blood’.

The Rev. A, Lowy: Mr. President, ladies anc geontiemen: Before I allude to 
myself as the parting Secretary, it is my duty as the acting Secretary to make 
some observations with regard to the report which has been so ably brought to your 
notice by the President and by the Rev. Dr. Gaster. With regard to the present 
falling off of our annual contributions, I may state that the balance sheet though 
it telis the truth only tells part of the truth, and ignores what comes 
afterthe balance sheet. It is our rale to make our financial year close on the Slat 
May, and if a cheque for any amount is through the action of the post offloe 
not delivered until the Ist June,such an amouns is not incladed in the balance 
sheet ; and so this year we have not the sat sfaction of appearing before the pablis 
so advantageously as we might, for some amounts have been pail in to the 
Treasurer which arrived after the 3ist May. Then an impotant observation was 
made by Dr. Gaster with reference to some standalous proceedings which took place 
in Hamburg, namely the inveigling and decoying of emigrants who were sent 
penniless to America. The Executive of the Anglo-Jewish Association did receive 
information respecting such nefarious proceedings. I was desired to bring the. 
matter before the proper persons in Loodon. I did so, and in e insequence one of 
the ablest men in our community entered into correspondence with somo gentlomeu 


| at Hamburg. The result is that such abominable proceedings will in future b» stoppod. 


Now, ladies and gentlemen, I have to express to you my heartfelt thanks for the 
exhaustive and most kind manner in which the AdJress has been presente! to mo, 
though I have scarcely the right to thank you for the Address itself, As you are 
aware, some weeks ago I raised my voice against an address being presente! t> mas 
an official of this Association ; your kiod feelings have been « mveye ito miata public 
meeting and found their way into the press, and as I then requested yon 
not to convey your thanks by way of an A ‘dress, I am now in the dilemma of 
having to thank you for that very thing in respect of which you have no’ 
followed my request (laughter). Ifowever, no man values more highty than I do 
the assistance which I have received from every member of the Counsil of the 
Association. I do not concar in the observation of the President that I have 
“arrogated ” to myself the work which should have fallen oa the Committee: on 
thecontrary, though [ have been one of the movers of the work, I have not 
supplanted the Anglo-Jewish Association; and if [I have supplemented the 
efforts of the Committes, the members were always desirous that I shoull do 
the work (renewed laughter). I have but followed the rabbinical precept: “ where 
there is no man coming forward to perform an act, do thon come for#arl and per- 
form it,” ( Hear, hear). I have had a very Jhappy iy sition as the Seor Liury of 
this Association, for it bas given me the privilege of serving the community from 
time to time and to render servic’s where they wers needel. Through the 
office of the Anglo-Jewish Association there has flowed a sum of not less than 
£30,000 towards supplying education to childrea iu the East, and altYough tho 
amounts subscribed have not been so satisfactory as they ought to have born, some. 
thing has been doneand more would have been done if every member of the Council of 
the Association had done hiscuty. I have alwayssaiddo not leave the cynvassing swloly 
to the Secretary, who is and should be the confidential servantof the Association, but 
canvass yourselves. I have always said it is theduty of every member of the Council, 
when the opportunity offers t> make himself useful by being th» gatheror of more 
money. But what has been the invariable answer: “I will do auything Foun for 
you, but do not ask me to be a beggar” (laughter). Bat I say in this o wo itisan 
honour to beg ; the money that you get is the people's monay, it is Jewish property 
It is an honour to beg, and whea I bog aay“ | am begging with honour” (cheers) 
Now, with regard to my retirement,if I had not been 70 years of age, I should have 
used another plea. The time often comes in the life of an institution when itis no 
longer necessary to employ the man originally omployed. Much of the work required 
to be done at first neei not ba repeated. [havaformel from 1) to 5) braaenes in 
the provinces ‘and in the Colonies, These branches partly require to be revive! 
from time to time by the presence of members of the Council, for if the resourses of 
the Association are to be augmented, what is necessary t) bs dons should not be 
delegated to the Secretary. They themselves shosld visit the brauches, Your 
streogth does not consist simply in getting money for. the branches; you require 
English sympathy andevery Jew who is taught to sympathise with you is a power. I 
have been as anxious to get hold of the poor as of the rich, for those who correspond 
with Rassia and Roumaniaand elsewhere are not the é/ite ouly—if you call the 
rich the é/i¢e—though I say everyone who sympathises with the unhappy belongs to 
the right class —the poor aleo have numerous corresp »ndents who can disseminate the 
moral influence of the Association, and you cannot have too many correspo dents 
throughout the world. (Hear, hear), I thank the Council not only for showing 
me so much attention when I have brought a good cause before them, but [thank them 
for enabling me, when I have had the opportunity (a privilege which I hop» I ehall 
not lose when I retire), to assist in the education and relief of the p or in the metro. 
polis and elsewhere. It has been my privilege to be enabled to bring many things 
under the attention of Sir Julian Goldsmid aud the benevolent meu sitting to-day 
on my right and left, and in this way to afford assistance to literary aud selvatifis 
institu‘ions. I have been enabled to assist towards the maintenance of hospitals in 
Palestine and elsewhere, to place qualified Jews as well as Christians in 
honourable positions; and to assist persons in gaining « gool livelihood hers 
and elsewhere ; and I am bound in all sincerity to thank you for eaabling m:> to 
act asa true Jewish minister. (lear, hear, and cheers). In former years is used to 
be said that the Jewish ministersiathe metropolis got their salary, good or bal, as 
the case might be, without deserving it ; but defy any Oa¢ man now to point to an 
acting Jewish minister amongst us who is not a credit to the community by taking 
an interest in affairs of religion and of the people. (lear, hear). J cannot sit down 
withoutthanking many of our excellent friends for their endeayours by pen and purses 
to carry out theaims of this Association ; andI mach regret that wae preseat report does 
not include the lettersfrom Mr, E. D. Stern on education in Egypt. He has been most 
anxious to plant schools for the education of girls, aud nothing that can be said in 
favour of this education can be exaggerated. If you wish tosave the hon nar of 
your girls in the East and enable them to take theie proper position 
then you must see that they are properly instructed (he ir, hear). Atlusion has boot 
made here to the interest which Sir Philip Magnus has taken in technical 
education. Now, whatever you may say in pablic moctings in favour of auch 
you cannot say too much in favour of educating a boy technically, and so enabling 
bim to take care of himself-—for honour consists not ouly in possessing knowledge 
but in being able to earnan honest living ; this should be our ait both in the 
East and the West(hear, hear). Whilst retiring from my datics of 8 cretary, I shall 
take, by way of selection, such work as I think I may be able todo in the service 
not only of our Association, but also in that of our community (applauss).

THE PROPOSED AMALGAMATION OF JEWISH BOARDS OF 
GUARDIANS. 


Ths “Round Table Conferences” between delegates of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians and the Spanish and Portazuese Board of Guvrdians was resumed on 
Tureday afternoon, the delegates present being Measrs. L. L. Alexander, B. L. 
Cohen and F. D. Mocatta from the one Board, and Messrs. J. de Castro, S. N. Car- 
valho and A. Sear Moatefiore from tha other. It willbe remembered that at the 
previous meeting on Monday week, the Conferences wijourned with 
the object of further considering the following resolution moved by Mr. F. 
1). MocaTra. and seconded by Mr. B. L. Comex. “ That this Conference, 
believing that the privileges, rights, and claims of the r of each congregation 
can be completely protected in so far as the trusts of the two institutions render any 
euch treatment necessary, and believing that the amalgamation of the two charities 
and their administration by one Board would materially contribute to the welfare of 
the community and its poor as as a whole, approve of the principle of au amalgam 
tion of the two institutions.” 

The pro ‘eodings, as on the previous occasion, were ofa conversational character, 
and commenced with the proposal, by Mr. A. SenaG MontTerore, of an amendment 
to Mr. Moeatta’s resolution. After undergoing modification, the amendment was 
seconded by Mr. L. L ALBXANDER, and was in the following terms: “That this Confer- 
ence regreta to tome to the conclusion that althouzh amalgamation of |the two Boards 
of Guardians micht tend to the advantage of the Jewieh poor, it does not appear to be 
at present possible in cons <jnence of the delegates from the Portuguese Board con- 
sidering that the complex nature of the trusts wherefrom a large portion of the 
income ia derived, presents difficulties of su ‘+h magnitude that they cannot anticipste 
that their constituents woald see their way to take stepa to overcome them.” Mr. 
Sehag Montefiore said. that to his regret he was convinced that. there was little 
chance of amalgamation finding acceptance with his Board, wd even if accepted 
there: he had still atronzer doubts whether it would be agreed to by the Elders. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatra again expressed his strong desire for an amalgamation, 
believing that the interests of the poor, especially in regard to the apprenticing 
of the young and the granting of losns, would best be served by the charitable 
administration of the community being vested in one body. 

Mr. B. L. Comen pointed out that out of £2,435 dispensed in 1831 by the Bevis 
Marks Board, that bedy, for cogent reasons perhaps, appropriated £17 10s. to the 

apprenticing of four lads, and £10 for emigration. On the other hand the Devon- 
shire Square Board had in 1331 exp»nded £621 10s. in apprenticing 83 boys, besides 
paying the second moiety, amounting to £441, for boys apprenticed in the previous 
year. Further, 334 cases (representing about 1,400 souls, had been assisted to emi- 
grate atan outlay of £2,199 15s. 51. This amount iocludes £1,213 17s. expended by 
the Russian Relief Committee for the same purpose. It hai been clearly shown by 
Mr. Mocatta that the eystem under which relief was administered in Devonshire 
Sqnare was so different from the system in practice in Bevis Marks that the adoption 
of the former would be of untold and untellable advantage tothe poor of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation. All the delegates of the Devonshire Square Board had 
to show was that the Portuguese poor would not, did not,and must not suffer. . It 
was not proposed that one body should absorb the other; what was wanted was a 
union whereby the two institutions should become one. The Devonshire Square 
Hoard was not hampered by any provisions which prevented the peor not of Portu- 
guese origin participating in trast funds. If the advantages of the trust funds held 
by the Bevis Marks Congregation were rigidly confined to the Portucnese poor, there 
were means. as he had alr wily forsehadowed, of getting over the difficulty, provided 
care was taken that the Portuguese poor should. be perpetually protecte y 

Mr. A. Shuag MONTEFIORE expressed the opinion that the Conference would 
not have proved abortive. for the strictures which Mr. Mocatta had passed on the 
results of the manner in which the Bevis Marks Board carried on its charitable 
work, would induce him at least in endeavouring to bring about any improvements 
that might be needed. He considered amalgamation desirable but did not see from 
what had been put before him that it could be carried out. 

Mr. L. L. ALEXANDER quoted statistics from the reports of both Boards, 
showing that the ordinary recurrent cases dealt with by the Devonshire Square 
Roard numbered 1.010 at an « pense per head of £1 17a. 5id., whereas the other 
Board had 255 such cases, re ceiving 4s. 6jd. per head. His own Board made more 
of their cases independent than did the other body. He maintained that no diffi. 
culties existed in the way of amalgamation. The trusts could as easily be adminis- ° 
tered in Devonshire Syuare, or ina neutral place such as Houndsditch, as in Bevis 
Marks 

Mr. J. pe Castro said that his lamented friend, Mr. Lionel Cohen, had admitted

for purposes of relief, and he reminded the Conference that a though the late Mr 
Louis Cohen had left £5,000 for the benefit of the Jewish poor of the metropolis, 
the United Synagogue had never offered any portion of the proceeds of this bequest 
to the Portuguese congregation. He declared that his Board would never apply for 
any grant; and while that Board would continue to conduct ita own affairs in the 
future as it had in the past, and while some of its individual members subscribed 
to the Devonshire Square Board, he saw no reason for any amalgamation. 

Replying to Mr. B. L. Cohen's criticism on the limited extent of the ap 
work performed by the Spanish and Portuguese Board, Mr. A. Sebag Montefiore 

stated that a considerable portion of this work was carried on by the Orphan Societ 
and by other bodies extraneous to the Board. My 

Mr. 8. N, CARVALHO pointed out that the reception accorded to & proposal 
emanating from the President of his own Board, that the Devonshire Square Roard 
should take over the apprenticing department only of the other body, showed how

DEATH OF MRS, B. L, PHILLIPS. 


“ regret to announce the death of Mrs. Hannah B. L. Phillips, late Head 
we onthe Jews’ Free School, which occurred on Saturday last after an illness 
— : nonths, at the alva i1cad age of seventy-eight years. A pious and exem- 
fave Stor of larnel, Mrs. Phillips bore with resignation the severe bereavements 
a 1. firat, by the death of her husband, and secondly by that of her only son 
she poy er Benjamin Phillips, a young man of great promise, who died about 
ae ‘iaine aro at the early age of eighteen. The affection which she bore for 
greg “i wit shown in nearly every subscription list published in our journal 
ae ong past, where Mrs. Phillips's charitable donations figured anonymously 
“4 wr ‘Jesignation of ‘In Memory of Loved Ones.” She reverently p-eserved 
nie ai that had belonged to her husband and son, especially those used for 
p> ap and at her express wish tho talith and tephilin of her son were 
varie with her in the grave. 
Thecircumstances W hich led to Mrs.Phillips undertaking the arduous post of Head 
tress of the Jews’ Free “chool are of an interesting character. Her grandfather 
zs “ Mr, Samuel Joseph, was one of the founders of the school in 1817, and be- 
sc its frst President. Mr. Joseph was a wealthy and highly respected merchant in 
: aie and a generous donor to the school. He continued to hold the office of 
p <ident until his death in 1527. Mrs. Phillips's father, the late Mr. Aaron Joseph, 
leo a founder of the school and was ita first Treasurer. He held this honourable 
hed for twenty-one years, taking the deepest inte~est in the institution, and only 
- * down & week before his decease (although an invalid for upwards of a 
wi when he resigned in favour of his intimate friend, Mr. Isaac Cohen, father of 
late Baroness Meyer de Rothschild. When Mr. Benjamin L. Phillips met with 
reverses ‘n business, his devoted wife, the subject of the present memoir, conceived 
dye idea of utilising the high talents and excellent education for the benefit of her 
viped ones.” She accordingly offered herself, in 1854, as Head Mistress of the insti- 
eytion which her grandfather and father had helped to establish. She conscientiously 
‘ylfilled the important duties appertaining to the position of Head Mistress for a 
period of twent y-five years, retiring at the end of June, 1379, exactly ten years before 
ker death, when she was succeeded by the present Head Mistress, Miss Lipman. She 
tick a kindly interest in the welfare of the teachers and pupils, by many of whom 
dhe is held in affectionate remembrance. Of her it may well be said, “ The children 
shall rise apand call her blessed. Let her own works praise her in the gates.” 

The nearest surviving relatives of Mrs. Phillips are -her half-sisters, Mrs. J- 
Rergtheil and Mrs, David Cohen (of Clarendon Gardens) and her half-brother, Mr 
lase A. Joseph. She was buried on Taesday at West Ham Cemetery, by the side of 
ver husband and son. The Rev I. Samuel, First Reader of the Bayswater Synagogue, 
wad the burial service. 

The personalty of the late Mrs. Phillips amounts to about £4,000. In addition 
to legacies to her relatives, she has made the following bequests :—£5 to be distri- 
hoed among ten poor men whoshall form minyan daring the week of mourning ;

POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER, 

Oo Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ 
Temporary Shelter was hrld at the Institution, 44, Loman Street, Whitechapel, 
Mr. Ellis A. Franklin, President in the chair. | 

The Report of the Ex-cutive Committee was rev and adopted. The report 
stated that during the moath of May 69 inmates were passed throagh the Lustitation 
as against 175 in the corresponding month of the previous year. In Jane the num. 
ber passing through the Ioscitution was 55, as compare] with 124 in the previous 
June, The ages of the inmates varied between 17 and 60 years, 70 were married, and 
56 single, 75 followed a calling, and 49 knew no trade. 

The S@CRETARY read a correspondence between the Institution and the United 
Hebrew Charities of New York. It will be remembered that atteation was called 
to tha cruelties perpetrated by “cattle bosses" upon poor coreligionists who worked 
their passages across the Atlantic upon cattle ships as cattle teaders. In oalling 
the attention of the United H«brew Charit e: to the matter, the Shelter expresset 
the hope that the American Charity would curefully consider whether it would not 
be practicable to send all cases worthy of assistance on pussenger steamers or take 
other steps for discontinuing the practic) of sendiag emigrants on cattle ships. 

Ia their reply the United Hebrew Charities state! that prior to 1855 the ship- 
ment of poor people on cattle-ships was carried on without the intervention of the 
society. Complaints of ill-treatment having been made, the Society interviewed 
the cattle forwarders and the agents of the shipping lines, with a view toall Jewish 
applicants being first referred to the Society. The Society had examined into 
thousands of cases thus referred, and had persuaded many to forego their intention 
to return home on cattle ships, Tho’e who did go were mate fully aware before- 
hand of the kind of transportation they would receive. Thousands of Rassiaa- 
Jewish emigrants who were unable t) mike heaiway in America soon became 
disappointed and despondent, and clamoured to b» retarned to theie native places, 
and were glad of the rough hospitalities of the cattle ships, The Society paid the 
foreman of the catile-bosses $10 a trip to secare good treatment for the men. That 
branch of the work had been forced upon the Society by the indiscriminate way ia 
which 150,000 Jews were sent to New York during the pst seven years. It was 
preferable to send the men on cattle-ships rather than they should starve in the 
streets. No American)Jews lad ever been sent to Europe nor had a resident of two 
years’ standing been sent on a cittle-ship. The Society declined, from neocawmity, 
to pay steamship fares for a multitude, especially as no one iu Earops volaateered 
to contribute any part of an expense due wholly to European mistakes. If thero 
were a more intelligent administration of affairs in home ports, n> emigrant would 
be sent to a strange country, who was wholly unfit to be anything but a burden to 
over-taxed charities. 

After some discussion it was resolved that a further letter should be adJlrewe! 
to the Society pointing out that in spite of its intervention much cruelty was still 
shown to the Jewish emigrants and begging its managers to re-double their efforts 
to mitigate the evil. 

The CHAIRMAN drew attention to the urgency for increased support, and said 
that the fixed expenditure was more than double the income. The Society was now 
without any funds. At the establishment of tha Society many refused to contribate 
from a conscientious fear that the Shelter might encoura ze an intiax of immigrants 
but the wock of the Institution coaclusively proved that the opposite really was 
the case, that not only did it render good service to imnigrants, bas disc uraged 
many from coming. It was resolvel that the mombers of the Committee siould 
endeavour by personal canvass to obtain new contributions. 

A vote of thanks to the Chair terminated the proceedings. 


A Rosso-JewisH Bauristes IN New Yorx.—Mr. Eleazer 8S. Mishbier, the 
first and only Russian-speaking member of the New York bar, has jast obtained his 
degree and passed theexamination at the general term of the Supreme Court. His 
career has been a remarkable one. Ile was teacher, although only twenty years old, 
at # government school in southern Russia at the time of the anti-Semitis riot of 
1881-82 that drove so many Hebrews to America, and landed in New York in 1832 
with hardly any mosey and utterly ignorant of Eaglish. He imme liately set out 
to look for work, and on the third day after his arrival got employment washing 
tobacco leaves at two dollars a week. People wh»hal known of his literary aility 
in Russia introduced him to the late Michael Hoeilpria, then head of the Hebrow 
Emigrant Aid Society, and he was made a clerk in his office. When that society 
suspended its work of looking after refugees from Russia, Mr. Mashbier bought o 
second-hand sewing machine, and taught himsolf to sew on it so well as to be 
to support himself as a tailor uatil the next spring, whea he went wes) as fir as 
Dakota. Here he worked o1 the railros, on a farm, anth rded cattle, ant! he hed 
mastered English; theo, ia the wiuter, he obtain d a post as tea ther ja a puvilic 
school at Mitchel, D.kota. The following year he was appointed professor of Gorman 


aod lecturer on ancient history in the uewly-established Methodist Epise pal Uai-— 


versity of Dakota. A year before this he had b ea empl as commoa labourer ia 
the constructiin of the building. He tiught there several years, until the school 
was destroyed by fire, when he returned to New York. He entered « law office there 
and joined the law class of the University of New York.

MANCHESTER, 


On Sunday the annual meeting of the Board of Guardians for the relief of the 
dewish poor of Manchester was held at the Jews’ Schools, Derby Street, Cheetham, 
Mr. D. 8S. Bles presided, and amongst others present were Mr. E. M. Henriques, Mr. 
©. Horkheimer, Mr. P. Hart, Mr. A. J. S. Bles, Mr. I. 8. Moss, Mr. 8. Blea, Mr. I. 
Frankenbarg, Mr. 0, Dreyfus, the Rev. Dr. Salomon, the Rev. L. M. Simmons and 
the Rev. J. 1. Valentine, Mr. Ilenriquea, in moving the adoption of the report and 
balance sheet (an abstract of which we have already published) said he felt deeply 
that the institution had not the wide and eathusiastic support from the community 
which its aime well deserved, (Hear, hear.) One of the things, however, that were 
distinetly encouraging was the fact that there had been a distinct improvement in 
the condition of the Jewish poor in their midst. Still they felt deeply that they 
were not supported as they ought to be, and they were afraid that should the pre- 
rent condition of affairs continue the institution could mot uphold the work it was 
created to perform, and which they were encouraged by public criticisms to say they 
hud done well. They had come before that meeting with a deficit of close upon 
£600. There had practically been a falling off of £200 in the income of the year, 
and whea they considered that the institution was expending annually about £1,200 
in poor relief, they must ackuowledge that that was a very heavy falling off, It 
was very gratifying to find that there had been an actual decrease in the namber of 
cases relieved as compared with last year. The number of cases relieved in 1888-9 
was 264, or 1,112 individuals, while in the preceding twelve morths the figures 
were 443 cases, and 1,450 individuals, and in 1878-9 there were 365 cases and 1,235 
individuals. (lear, hear.) Those figures spoke volumes to those who remembered 
that since Is7% the Jewish population had increased from about 6,000 or 7,000 to 
nearly 14,000, After expressing his belief that the recent investigations had made 
it clear that the animadversions formerly cast upon the Jewish workmen with 
regard to the wages they were content to receive were unfounded, Mr. Henriques 
aggre out that in the report in the Manchester Guardian of the evidence given by 

r. Frankenburg before the Houre of Lords Committee on the Sweating System it was 
stated tat girls could only eara 5s. or 6s, a week in the waterproofing trade, That 
was a misconception, What Mr, Frankenburg really said was that learners could 
earn that amount, but that afterwards they were able to earn from 10a. to 28s. a 
week, As a guardian he felt that no charges ought to be made against the Jewish 
exe for from his experience of them he believed that they bore a somewhat hard 

ot bravely and well, and when scope was given to their energies they emancipated 
themselves from dependency and poverty. (Hear, hear.) The Rev. L. M. Simmons 
seconded the resolution, which was adopted, On the motion of the Rev. Dr. Salomon 
seconded by Dr. Dreyfus, a vote of thanks was acéordel to the retiring guardians, 
the auditors, honorary officers and solicitors for their services during the past year. 

J. G. Sington, 
ag Fh M. Newman, J, L. Shoeps, D. P, Schloss, E. Behrens, A. M. Hart, and 
The fifth annnal report of the Ladies’ Association for visiting the Jewish poor 
of Manchester and attending to their Sanitary Condition has been issued. In the 
Work Department seven huodred garments have been made up by poor women, and 
in many cases purchased by them, therevy relieving the poor without the aid of 
gifts or loans, and enabling them to purchase articles of clothing of which other- 
wise they might have been deprived. In the case of Jewish in-patients at the 
Roya! Infirmary garmenta have been distributed gratuitously. In the Relieving 
ranch the Committee have distributed: meat and milk to the sick poor, taking 
that the recipients should be deserving, by requiring a certificate in most cases from 
the Medical Officer of the the Jewish Board of G uardiana, or in exceptional cases 
from any qualified medical practitioner attending the case. The Committee do not 
timply vielt the poor, they assist them though not with money. One girl was helped 
to attend the Technical School in order to learn cutting-out and dressmaking. The 
Monday evening social wathorings, which have been presided over by several ladies 
of the Committee, and in conducting some of which the Committee have bad the 
invaluable aid of Miss Raphael, the Head Mistress of the Jews’ School, as well as 
the Conceris, which were organised this year by Mesdames Harris, Simmons and 
Simon, have been the means of uniting the wealthier and the poorer classes of the 
Jewish commuuity in social intercourse, We are requested to state that the name
